Water Systems Still 
Not Complying With 
Utah Health Dept. 
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HEBER CITY-Utah Department 
of Health officials have expressed 
concern that many of Utah’s public 
water supplies are not at safe 
levels for drinking. There are 
seven systems in Wasatch County 
which have not reported meas- 
urements. 

The Department of Health is 
releasing the names of water 
systems which have failed to notify 
their customers that the system 
did not meet necessary water 
quality standards from January 
through March of 1984. 

Those listed in Wasatch County 
are: Center Creek Cul. Water, 
Keetley Water Co., both have 
failed to sample for bacteriologic 
quality; Charleston Water Conser- 
vency Dist., Deep Creek Spr. Rest 
Area, Storm Haven, all have 
bacteriologic contamination which 
exceeds health standards; Center 
Creek Cul. Water and Charleston 
Water Conservency District, both 
have failed to monitor Radiologic 
quality. 

‘The intent of these announce- 
ments is to alert customers of 
water systems which are not 
complying with the Department’s 
requirements of water system 
operation and quality,’’ Gayle 


Smith, Director, Bureau of Public 
Water supplies. 

One hundred and eighty of 
Utah’s 1,200 public water systems 
that do not meet necessary safety 
standards and have not notified 
their customers. One hundred of 
these violating systems have failed 
to conduct the routine tests 
essential to monitor the quality of 
water they deliver to the public. 

The purpose of public notificat- 
ion is to have the public aware of 
system problems if and when the 
system fails to notify its users. 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA), and the Utah 
Department of Health agreed to 
release information to the public of 
systems that fail. The Department 
of Health sends a letter notifying 
the systems which have failed, and 
those systems are required to 
respond in 30 days. They are also 
required to notify their users that 
the system is not meeting 
standards. 

When a system has failed to 
sample the bacteriologic quality it 
has not met the requirements of all 
systems serving a community, 
with a resident population which is 
required to sample monthly. 
Non-community systems such as 


campgrounds, rest areas, etc. are 
required to sample at least once 
every calendar quarter to check 
that the quality of water delivered 
to the public is safe with respect to 
bacteria. 

The results of samples collected 
from these systems have failed to 
meet nationwide bacteria drinking 
water standards if they have been 
labeled bacteriological contamin- 
ation exceed health standards. 

And, failure to monitor for 
radiologic quality is failure of 
systems to Utah, which are 
required to analyze for radiochem- 
ical quality once every four years. 
In 1983 all water systems with 
radio chemical samples due were 
notified by letter. Systems listed 
in this category have failed to 
perform this analysis over the last 
four years. 

“Some systems simply don't or 
won't notify their public. That's 
why the new agreement with EPA 
require that we make the 
notification when they don’t,” 
said Smith. 

‘This is more to let the public 
be aware of the system's failure to 
submit samples not to frighten 
them,” said Phil Wright, Wasatch 
County Public Health Officer.
